In some cases, where 
the pattern has a centre, the rug worker just fills it in plain, regardless 
of the design.

If you have one of these frames you will get 
a lot more fun out of making rugs. It is so 
convenient and can be set at any desired angle. 

Picture shows frame at a good comfortable 
position for working with Bluenose or Speedy 
Hooker. If you were working with old-fash- 
ioned hook you would turn frame to a hori- 
zontal position. 

This frame will take a pattern up to 36 
inches wide and any length. The extra burlap 
is rolled around top roller when you start your 
rug, then as you progress, you roll the finished 
part onto the lower roller, at the same time 
unrolling pattern off upper roller. 

The low price of this frame does not allow 
us to pay postage so we are compelled to ask 
you, when ordering, to include postage accord- 
ing to the zone in which you live. Below is a 
table showing the parcel post rates to all zones.
